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Fifth and Eighth

Rome, April 24 Wl—The Fifth 


and Eighth Armies spread out In 
strength alone the southern banks 
of the Po river today 85 a partial 
news blackout covered the latest 
Allied gains In northern Italy. 


The Eighth Army broke into 


the outskirts o( Fcrrara last night 
after plunging through disorgan 
lied and fleeing German forces to 
that road hub city 30 miles north 
and slightly east of Bologna, The 
Ferrara airfield was captured. 


Official reports said the Nazis 


were attempting to "escape across 
the Po on rafts, in boats, and by 
other rncans."

held from publication to prevent

where. Allied 
spearheads

thrust across the escape routes. 


Allied warplanes have destroyed 


or damaged at least 4,000 enemy 
vehicles in the Po valley in 
the 


past two days. Two-thirds of this 
total were credited to rockot-flr- 
ing American Thunderbolts of the 
12th Air Force. 


In the advance to the Fcrrara 
area, the Eighth Army's tanks ran 
wild through the (leeing Germans. 
The tanks shot up many enemy 
vehicles and 1,000 prisoners were 
taken uo to midday yesterday in 
tht areas of Bondcno and Finale 
•lone. Both Bondcno and Finale 
lie west of Fcrrara on the 
immediate approaches to the Po. 


American and South African 


units of the Fifth Army moved up 
to the Po north and northwest of 
Bologna on a steadily broadening 
front against only slight resist- 
ance. In one sector, a German 
counterattack was repulsed and 
300 prisoners taken. 


Along the Licurian coast to the 


west. Fifth Army troops advanced 
2,000 yards toward La Spezia, 
capturing several towns, and there 
were 
indications that 
enemy 


forces in this area also were about 
to go Into flight northward. 


The German air force made ono 


of its rare appearances Sunday 
night, sending four or rive planes 
over the Fifth Army area. 


In contrast to that puny effort, 


Allied warplanes yesterday flew 
more than 3,400 sorties.

Germany, April 24 UP)—Life was 
beginning to overtake .death here 
today—but only Just beginning. 


Tile burial pils were still re- 


ceiving their mounds of name- 
less dead, but by the hundreds 
now instead of thousands. 


Yesterday approximately 1,600 


persons were buried." It was the 
first day since the British entered 
the camp a week ago that burials 
left the stock of corpses smaller 
at the end of a day. 


However, authorities estimate 


that between 300 and 400 persons 
still are dying daily from the ef- 
fects of starvation deliberately im- 
posed upon them by the S.S. They 
estimate the population was 39,. 
000 when they took it over and 
that it is now 37,000, but admit 
this figure is a very rough esti- 
mate. 


Nevertheless, progress is being 


made and the camp, which lead- 
Ing German citizens are being 
forced to inspect, is today almost 
a pleasure garden compared to 
the horror- of five days ago. 


It is still not possible to walk 


50 yards without seeing dead and 
dying and .you still can not escape 
the stench of burning rags and 
rotting flesh and the evil smell of 
sickness, but long huts and the 
earth around them, once covered 
with corpses and filthy rags and 
an unimaginable 
collection of 


trash, have been swept clean. Sev- 
eral hundred children and sick 
adults are being moved by doc- 
tors to pleasant quarters in camp 
2. formerly a military barracks 
constructed of brick and concrete 
with red tile roofs. The build- 
ings are set in lawns, surrounded 
yy trees.

mand, Army officials said today. 


The new menu, instituted April 


2 in the command's five base 
camps, calls for greater emphasis 
on fatback, sausage, cabbage, car- 
rolts and beans. 


Col. Clinton J. Harrold, director 


of supply for the Second Service 
Command, said at a press con- 
ference the move was made "not 
on a retaliatory basis but in keep- 
ing with our critical food situ- 
ation." 


He said the diet was drawn up 


at least six weeks before stories 
of Nazi treatment of Allied pris- 
oners were published here. 


Fatback, the upper half of a 
le of pork, is used in soups, 


stews, boiled beans 
and 
other 


dishes and will appear 26 out of 
the 31 days included in 
monthly rotational menu. 
the 


The new 'menu limits fresh 


meat in the diet of German P.O.W. 
to hearts, liver and kidneys. 


Liver appears on five occasions, 
hearts on three and fisii on three. 


The menu permits no butler and 


calls for oleomargarine for one 
meal a day. Jams and jellies have 
been eliminated. 


It also stipulates that fresh 


vegetables must be used instead of 
canned ones when available. Re- 
cipes direct that corn syrup, if 
available, be substituted for sugar. 
The daily diet of 3,560 calories 
costs about 41 cents for the three 
meals.

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CANCER CONTROL 


Cancer, that painful and too often deadly 


scourge which brings death to more Ameri- 
cans than are killed by enemy action on all 
battle fronts, is the chief target of the home 
front today. By Act of Congress and decla- 
ration of the 48 state governors, April has 
been set aside as Cancer Control month, 
under the auspices of the American Cancer 
Society and other institutions. 


Contributions are being asked, which will 


be used to set up cancer-detection clinics in 
all states, to train specialists and to educate 
the public in the importance of early and 
complete medical examination if the disease 
is suspected. 


According to present estimates, some 


17,000,000 living Americans will die of can- 
cer. Of these, at least 5,000,000 need not do 
so, if precautions are taken. For the first 
warning signs of cancer in the body are well 
known to all doctors, and the danger can be 
controlled or the patient restored to com- 
plete health if treatment is taken in time. 


There are two ways for every citizen to 


help: first, by making sure that everyone 
knows the danger of cancer, and the impor- 
tance of prompt medical care; and second, 
by giving money to the drive. Contributions 
addressed 
simply: "Cancer, Local Post 


Office," will reach the proper authorities. 


HONOR FOR PRINTERS 


The most appreciated honors are those 


paid by people in a position to judge. Print- 
ers and lithographers therefore will particu- 
larly value a new award of merit bestowed 
by the Government Printing Office. A. E. 
Giegengack, the Public Printer, will give this 
to firms in the graphic arts industries and to 
suppliers of paper and material, for meri- 
torious service to the government during the 
war. 


This is really an E award, like that re- 


ceived by industrial firms. Printers and 
lithographers have been rated as service or- 
ganizations, and so ruled ineligible to receive 
the E. Thanks to Giegengack's bright idea, 
they will now receive a distinction still more 
valued, for it will come from some one who 
really knows through what difficulties they 
have made their way to successful service. 


"POOR" PUTZI! 


A lonesome and unwanted soul is Ernst 


Hanfstacngl, better known as Putzi, who 
once had the unenviable task of keeping Hit- 
ler amused by his piano playing and general 
antics. Other Nazis became jealous of his 
Influence, and Putzi fled from Germany, 
eventually to land in a British internment 
camp. From this he was transferred to the 
.United States on the theory that he might 
give valuable inside information about the 
Nazi leaders. After two years the army in 
tclligcnce despaired of his ever furnishing 
anything but backstairs gossip, and, 
the 


story goes, transferred him back to England. 


No United Nation will want Putzi after 


the war, and it looks as if he would be equal 
ly unwelcome in Germany. He has made 
himself a man without a country.

The Sin Francisco Conference could perform 


no more useful and permanent service lo mankin 
thin by dcvotim; Itself tp the problems of learning 
to the reconstruction of a scholarship. A thousan 
years ot European universities have been destroys 
in this war: libraries that have withstood tli 
devastations of time have been burned and gulled 
and whatever of value has been rescued is dis 
tilpatcd In hidden and perhaps forgotten caches 
Men of learning, scholars and philosophers, 
scattered over the face of the earth, refugees fron 
the wreckers of the spirit that for a quarter of a 
century have taken possession of so much of th 
earth. 


But I speak not only of building and men. Th 


processes of learning have been disrupted and cor 
rupted by the politics of (his era. The srcat ad 
vances in humanism have been a product of man' 
search for knowledge and for the truth, and rca 
scholarship has been marked by a devotion of tl 
learned to knowledge for its own sake, and for tl:. 
sake of the human spirit. In a world that rccog 
nizes the worth and dignity of man, the scholu 
is not perverted into a thing of utility to the poll 
tician. His search for knowledge and the truth i 
recognized as a right, in fact, as the noblest hu 
man vocation. 


Of such, Matthew Arnold once said that thcj 
filled men with reverence and enthusiasm. . . 
"Because they humanize knowledge, because they 
broadened the basis ol life and intelligence . 
to make reason and the will of God prevail." 


In our ace, the scholar has 
been bent „... 


twisted to produce justifications for the whims anc 
fancies of political leaders until the truth is buriec 
bencatli the rubble of utilitarian nonsense. So wt 
know how many roaches devastate bakeries, bu 
do we search down to the roots of thought that wt 
might better appreciate its blossom? We take 
census of men and poll their pilb answers but do ' 
salt their thinking with the wisdom of all ages? 


Even in our own country, during the years o 


war, our colleges have permitted themselves to be 
bossed by military men into an acceptance of ac 
celerated courses; two weeks of Aristotle; two 
periods of Hume; a reference to Chaucer am 
Thomas Aquinas left out as unnecessary baggage 
Did not Harry Hopkins in a totalitarian mood de 
prive youth of Latin and Chaucer? And perhap. 
we too shall rewrite history, as they Uu in Sovic 
Russia, every time the party line changes, or as 
they did in Germany to satisfy the private notions 
of Here Rosenberg, the Baltic pundit who based 
his theories upon those of Houston Stewart Cham 
berlain, the English snob who turned Jesus into a 
Nordic. 


Our children ought not to be deprived of the 


leisure and time to study slowly that they might 
learn truly. For learning, in spite of all the mod- 
ern courses in administration, requires a goodly 
dose of scholasticism, of dispute and argument and 
the turning over of fact and fancy, in cacti genera- 
tion, until the human mind is disciplined by logic 
to discard the" false and to respect Hie clcrna 
verities, which like the basic laws of physics were 
as real for the distant savage as for us. Teaching 
home economics or giving term points for playing 
the sixopnone may help the lazy to get degrees or 
even fatten the fees of colleges, but that is not 
learning. It is time serving for four years and pre- 
pares for nothing essential to human development 
and culture. 


And so San Francisco might along with other 


commissions appoint one to restore learnin" in this 
world, to resurrect the great universities and 
libraries, to release scholars from bondage to the 
state, to free the human spirit, to open the doors 
to knowledge and the truth. How much more use-

An outstanding food and nutrition cxjjcrt was 


asked what was the secret of his success in rcduc 
ing the weight of his numerous patients. He re 
plied that there was no secret about it; his pa- 
tients simply ate more than they needed and hi 
made sure that they ate a little less than they 
needed until they got down to the proper weight 
for their build. By eating less than the body actu- 
ally needed the body found it necessary to use some 
of the fat stored on the body. Thus the overweight 
had plenty of food daily, kept up his strcnKth. ant] 
there wa» no danger of weakness or collapse. 


This physician studies cacli case and where he 


finds signs of gland disturbance he docs not immed- 
iately use gland extracts but wails to sec liow much 
fat can be removed by reducing the food; then 
when the overweight ceases lo lose weight he or 
she is given the gland juice lie needs as shown 
by Ins shape and by the metabolism test.
